Free With Their “Guns,” Anyhow—A De- 
tective’s Curious Opinicn of Police Mark- 
manship—Aa Evil That Should Be Cor- 
rected. 


The shooting of Tom Goabout, the negro 
chicken thief, by Police QO@icers Drier and 
O'Connor, yesterday, appears to have been 
entirely uncalied-for. It is true the wound is 
not a dangeFSus one, but It might have been. 
When a police officer discharges a revolver at 
a fleeing fugitive there is no telling where the 
ball will strike. The very fact that they do 
not intend to kill a man only adds to 
their chances of doing so. This is police 
markmanship. Goabout’s death would no 
doubt be a distinct gain tothe community at 
large, but this does not justify an officer in 
shooting him down like a dog. He is a born 
thief and would probably never stop stealing 
if be lived to be a thousand years of age. 


Stealing chickens is a disease with 
him and he has been giving 
the police trouble since the time 


he has been able to walk. While apparently 
the best-natured negro in the world, he is said 
to be very treacherous, and ever ready to stab 
a man in the back or in the dark. He certainly 
has been in cutting scrapes frequentiy, despite 
his apparent good nature, and while his 
lenses have never been great, they have 
been very numerous, and he has managed to 
keep the police about as busy a8 any one indi- 
vidual in the city. 
CAUSE OF THE SHOOTING. 

On the 25th of last June Goabout was fined 
$500 in the Police Court and given hours to 
leave the city. Lately it was learned that he 
was here again, and the police have been on 
the lookout for him. He is said to have been 
in afight Sunday on Compton Hill, wnere he 
lives, and to have struck a young man 
with a stone. Yesterday Officers Drier and 


O Connor of the Fifth District saw Thomas on 
Compton, near Park avenue, and claim to 
bave placed him under arrest, andthat he 
afterward broke away from them and ran. 
They gave chase, and, as he was vauiting over 
a fence, both fired at him. One of the shots took 
effect in the calf of his left leg. He was 
taken to the City Dispensary and from there 
to the City Hospital. His injury is only a flesh 
wound, butthere appears to have been no oc- 
casion for inflicting this. The only thing he 
was wanted for was an old Police Court execa- 
tion, and even if he did escape the police yes- 
they could easily have arrested 
him again, as he is known to the 
entire department almost and would be sure 
to frequent his old haunts. He is said to be a 
pretty good runner, and the officers, rather 
than do a little running after him, used their 
weapons. If Goabout had committed murder 
or some felony of which the officers had post- 
tive knowledge, they wouid 
tified in shooting him, 

were certainly hasty in firing 
at a man wanted only for a misdemeanor or 
Police Court judgment. Besides, there is 
always a certain amountof risk attached to 
shooting at a fugitive or even shooting to 
frighten him to a halt, as the ball may strike 
an innocent person who happens to be in the 
vicinity. It was only about three years ago 
that an officer shot at a fugitive 
on Third and Pine streets, and struck a most 


estimable young man who happened to be 
passing. he young man, H Biood, a 
nephew of Vice-President James How of 


the Wabash, was laid up in bed for nearly two 

ears with his injury, and is now maimed for 
ife. Officers should certainly be more careful 
in their use of revolvers. . 

Several members ofthe Police Department 
were seen this morning in regard to Goabout’s 
shooting. They all admitted that it was prob- | 
ably unnecessary, bat gave it as their opin- 
ion the officers did not intend to hit the man, 
but merely to stop him. When 

CHIEF HUEBLER 
was asked about the matter he replied: 

Police officers are like everybody else. 
Same of them are cooi and collected, while 
others get excited and act hastily. These men 
probab ot a little excited and may have 
acted a little hasty. Goabout has the reputa- 
tion of being a very fast runner, and they did 
not think they could catch him and therefore 
fired. His shooting, I think, was purely acci- 
dental. They did not intend to hit him, but 
merely to frighten him to a stop.’’ 

They got pretty close fora mere ‘scare’ 
shot, did they not?’

They willbeup before the Board, how- 
ever, and the matter investigated.’’ 

A DETECTIVE’S VIEW. 

Said a detective, in speaking of the affair: 
An officer should be very careful in using 
his pistol, and never shoot unless absolutely 
necessary. I have no doubt, however, that 
these officers did not intend to hit Goabout, 
but tried to shoot up in the air.’’

SPRINKLING COMPANY EXPLAINS. 


He Says That Any Default in His Contracts 

Is Due to the Neglect of Disobedient 

Wants to Do His Duty to 

the City — Commissioner Turner Says 
That's What Must Be Done. 


Superintendent Dave Josephs of the St. 


Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Company 


called at the Street Commissioner’s office 
early this morning. If he called for consola- 
lation his visit was fruitiess. While the 
sprinkling bill was pending in the Mun‘cipal 
Assembly no man in St. Louis was more conf- 
dent that the plan would never be 
carried out. He was so confident that 
he was ‘ready to back his opinion 
with his money. The course of events has 
shown that Mr. Josephs’ judgment was wrong. 
He is a part owner of the company which has 
the benefit of his supervision in sprinkling the 
streets of the central part of town, and was not 
In the dark in his predictions of the failure of 
the Post-DISPATCH to carry the plan into op- 
eration. He was prophesying according to his 
lights, and the disappointing outcome can 
only be accounted for by the fact that his lights 
changed. This morning he stated that he 
had called to inquire as to the truth of the 
statements which appeared in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH last evening to the effect that the work 
done by his company was unsatisfactory. 

It such a statement was made, suggested 
the Street Commissioner, it is true. ne in- 


spectors have reported that the contracts of 
your company have not been carried out as 


spécified. 

Mr. Josephs threw himself on the 
mercy 0 the Commissioner.

It is 
not necessary to illustrate how much more ef- 
ficient a man who bas, say sixty miles 
of streets to look after, would be 
mounted over a man on foot. In fact, the 
authorized superintendency of that work now 
isa burlesque. It is effective so far as it goes, 
as the inspectors seem to be taking great in- 
terest in this work, but the result of our labors 
is very much like sticking a haif-dozen pins in 
a big round apple and assuming we have cov- 
ered the entire surface. Unquestionably man 
streets will be left unsprinkied, some throug 
accident and others through neglect or 
design, and this will occur con- 
stantly. For every omission we detect a 
corresponding deduction willbe made in the 
monthly vouchers. have no doubt that the 
deductions that can be made in consequence 
of the discoveries we will make through the 
additional facilities afforded by our men being 
mounted will much more than pay forthe 
keeping of horses. It is safe to predict that 
the operatien will be actually a money-saving 
one.Our work this fall must be cOnsidered ex- 
perimental; hence we wish to discover all facts 
possible. It permitted this fall to increase 
the efficiency of the force as proposed, we can 
this winter amend our ordinances so that in 
future such expenditures can be defined and 
duly S 100 

He as also prepared a plat fer the po- 
lice force, the services of which are 
invoked to secure the enforcement 
of the ordinance. The complaints re- 
golvod atthe office at the City Hall are re- 
ferred to the district inspectorsfor their in- 
vestigation and report.

Curious Hysterical Epidemic. 
British Medical Journal. 

A curious outbreak of convulsionist 
mania, analogous to those which occurred 
from time to time during the middle ages, 
has shown itself at Agosta, in the Prov- 
ince of Rome. 

For some weeks past the country people 
have been laboring under the delusion 
that the district is under the immediate 
government of the Evil One, and before 
retiring to rest they carefully place on the 
threshold the broom and the salt, which 
are credited with the power of keeping 
off evil spirits. any of the 
younger women have epileptiform 
attacks, during which they utter piercing 
shrieks and are violently convulsed. So 
serious had the condition of things be- 
come thatthe Syndic of Agosta found it 
necessary to inform the Prefect, who sent 
detachments of soldiers into the district 
in order to calm the apprehensions of the 
inhabitants. 

As a natural consequence of this condi- 
tion of mental perturbation the country 
is overrun with 838 who claim to 
possess the only infallible remedy for the 
seizures. One of these nostrums, the 
vender of which was making a rich har- 
vest from its sale, was found on analysis to 
consist of earth, snuff and borax. Three 
medical men who were commissioned to 
investigate the cause and nature of this 
extraordinary affection came to the con- 
— that it wasan epidemic of hys- 
teria. 

They examined a number of the suffer- 
ers, mostly youn women, some of whom 
were alleged to have vomited nails, horse- 
shoes, and other equally indigestible sub- 
stances, while others bark like dogs. 
Several of them were removed to Rome 
for treatment in the hospitals there, and 
measures have been taken to check the 
spread of the mischief. 

In a milder degree this contagious form 
of hysteria is not infrequent, especially in 

laces where ignorance and superstition 
avor manifestations of nervous disorder. 
The worst excesses of popular outbreaks, 
like the French Revolution, have been

WW YORK LABOR PARTIES. 

The United Labor convention of the 
State of New York, representing all the 
adherents of the Henry George land the- 
ory, is now in session at Syracuse. A few 
weeks ago the Union Labor party, which 
repudiates the anti-poverty idea, held its 
State convention at Rochester. The 
latter convention. was animated with 
the hope that the Union Labor party 


would be able to co-operate in 
many things with the United Labor 
party and to unite on & State 
ticket, in spite of certain radi- 


cal points of difference between the two 
factions. With this object in view a com- 
mittee of fifteen was appointed to visit 
the Syracuse convention and seek a con- 
ference for the purpose of devising some 
plan of united action. The committee 
thus chosen presented themselves at Sy- 
racuse yesterday and were promptly in- 
formed that the convention could not 
treat with them. This means that the 
Henry George faction will not recognize 
any other labor organization, and will re- 
ceive recruits only as individuals. Of 
course the more conservative Union La- 
bor party will maintain its organization 
intact. The Syracuse incident is very 
significant in showing that there are to be 
two distinct labor parties, one of them 
upholding the anti-poverty fantasy and 
the other rejecting it. It is worthy of 
note, also, thatthe contesting Socialistic 
delegations that applied for admission to 
the Syracuse convention were ruled out. 
Neither of the two labor parties wants 
the Socialists, who are thus forced into 
a condition of political isolation. It can- 
not be yet determined whether they are 
prepared to organize and maintain a 
Socialistic party. The organization of the 
labor vote of New York State is especially 
menacing to the Democratic party, which 
draws its main numerical strength from 
the ranks of workingmen; but two la- 
bor parties will not poll as many votes 
as one; and among the old politicians 
there is much quiet chuckling at the an- 
gry dissensions which prevent a compact 
union of all the labor elements.

nating from the councils of Republicans or

Wund us it is not which political party is the 
best, but rather whioh of them can make the 
greatest showing in favor of the veterans of 
the late war. There ate two Ways of looking 
at thé question; one is, in the interest of the 
wounded and disabled worthy veterans, the 
other from a standpoint of partisanship. We 
want nothing to do with politics in donnection 
with the Grand Army of the Repabiio, and in 
publishing the following our only atm is to de- 
monstrate the vast difference between deeds 
and words. 

During the two years that President Cleve- 
land has been in office he has approved 83 
private pension acts. Grant in eight 
years approved only #5. Mr. Hayes 
in four years only 80, and Gar- 
field and Arthur in the same time 736. Beside 
this, President Cleveland has approved three 
general pension acts—the first, of Maroh 19, 
1886, inoreasing to $12 the pension of 79,987 
widows, minors and depéndent relatives of 
Union soldiers; the second, of August 4, 1886, 
increasing the pension of 10, 080 crippled and 
maimed Union soldiers of the late war from 
$24 to $30, from §30 to $36, and from $87.50 to $45 
per month; and the third, of January 29, 1887, 
which has already placed upon the pension 
rolls 8,455 survivors and widows of the war 
with Mexico, and this number will be in- 
creased to at least 25,000 within the present 
fiscai year. 

Besides largely tucreasing the pension list, 
the present Administration can boast of more 
Union veterans In its employ than ever before. 


A Good Plank to Adopt. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The Union Labor party, which met last 
week, put one plank in its platform that the 
United Labor party, which meets to-morrow, 
would do well to adopt. It declared itself in 
favor of ‘‘a graduated Income tax. 

If Mr. George’s party really seeks, as we do 
not doubt that it thinks it does, the relief of 
the working peopig@from unnecessary and uu- 
just burdens, it should accept this plank. A 
graduated tax on incomes, beginning with 
those of $10,000 and increasing the percentage 
with the income, could be made to yield 
enough in this State, without oppressing any- 
dody. to relieve farms, homesteads and all oth- 
er real estate from State taxation. This would 
reduce rents, while Mr. George's plan of put- 
ting all the taxes on land would be sure to in- 
crease them. 

That system of taxation is most just which 
taxes those best able to pay and in proportion 
to the protection wnich they receive from so- 
ciety. The income tax is such an impost. 
Workingmen above all others are interested in 
having it adopted. 


The Canadian Nemesis.

It may be a good thing in one sense for Mon- 
treal and other Dominion townsto encourage 
boodlers and defaulters from the United States 
to settle there. The fleeing sooundrels gener- 
ally have money and spend it freely. But 
their presence is demoralizing in its effect 
upon Dominion book-keéepers and bark 
cashiers. Several instances of native clerks 
practicing the rascality taught by the example 
of thearmy of crooks from across the border 
have been chronicled. The latest is that of a 
book-keeper in a wholesale stationery house, 
who added three ciphers to a $235 check and got 
away with the money. it is doubtful if any 
piece of American rascality exceeds this trans- 
action for coolness and audacity.

FOURTEEN -ALDERMEN FOR THE CITY IN 
THE FUTURE. 


Flannigen’s Books and the Sensation They 
Are Likely to Create—That Judgment 
Levy—Notes and Personals. 


At the last session of the Legislature a law 
was enacted which is of great interest to this 
city, although no one here as yet has become 
aware of the special local importance attached 
to it. The law is in relation to elections and is 
an act toamend an act entitled, Au act to 
provide for the incorporation of cities 
and villages.’’ Section 7 of the 
act, which is the one of _ § special 
interest to East St. Louis, is in relation to the 
election of aldermen and provides that in 
cities having a population of over 10,000 four- 
teen aldermen shall be elected. According to 
the new directory being compiled by Mr. 
Charles Carroll the population of this city will 
de in the neighborhood of 18,000, and hence 
ifthe section applies to East 8t. Louis, this 
city will be entitled to fourteen Aldermen in- 
stead of eight, the number elected now under 
the special charter. That it does apply to 
this city there can be no doubt. When last 
fall the citizens dy a large majority adopted 
the new election law, they abro- 
gated that part of . the charter 


in relation to elections, and hence any new 
general law in regard to elections must Dé ap- 
licable here, as in this respect East St. Louis 

s under the general law and not a special 
charter. 

As there are four wards in the city the new 
law entitles each to a representation of 
three members in the Board of Aldermen 
and the assignment of the other two will 
doubtless result in a test of the legality of the 
annexation of New Brighton, as the Council 
will be foreed to meke a new ward 
out of the village. The next election 
occurs here in the spring, and instead 
of electin four aldermen—four of 
the present Board holding over—the citizens 
will have an opportunity of electing ten. With 
this number of Councilmen to be chosen it 
can safely be predicted at this early date that 
coe 1 — election will be the liveliest. ever 

e ere.

THE FISHERY FUSS. 


American Fish Merchants Defend Admiral 
Lace’s Recent Action. 


PORTLAND, Me., August 19.—The action 
taken by Admiral Luce of the North Atlantic 
squadron in regard to the fishery question by 
distributing circulars among the fishing fleet 
in the Gulf of st. Lawrence, is a subject of 
much discussion among the fish merchants 


here. 

„in issuing those queries between himself 
and Capt. Sontt of the Canadian fishery, the 
Admiral has been guided solely by a desire to 
aid American fishermen,’’ said one of the 

erchants to the correspondent, ‘‘and it was 
by this means only that our captains could 
learn how the Canadians regard the treaty 
stipulations of 1818.’’ 

ne of the largest firms in Portland, in con- 
nection with the American fishing trade, is that 
of Cushing & McKenney. In speaking of Ad- 
miral Luce’s circular issued and his action 
taken while on a recent visit along the Cana- 
dian coast, a representative of Cushing & Mo- 
Kenney said: *‘We had hoped to see an ami- 
cable settlement of all questions relating to 
the Canadian fisheries long ere this, and 
as the season is drawing to 4 
close and nothing apparently is being 
done on the part of the State Department 
towards an adjustment of the matter, we be- 

to grow weary of the whole affair. We 
eink ft commendabie in Admiral Luce that he 
submitted the questions to Capt. Scott on mat- 
ters connected with the fisheries, thereby 
hoping to throw some light on the question 
— enable our fishermen to obtain informa- 
tion which should have emanated from an- 
other source.’’ 

MISLUCE REPRESENTED. 

Mr. O. B. Whitten was asked if he had seen 
the criticisms of the conduct of Admiral Luce 
in giving instructions to the fishermen. 

‘TYes,’’ replied Mr. Whitten, ‘‘and the fish 
merchants feel that Admiral Luce’s conduct 
has been misrepresented by the Halifax and 
other papers. When the North Atlantic 

uadron was in the harbor, the fish mer- 
chants of Portland held a consultation with 


Admiral Luce. All were in doubt as to 
the attitude of Canada this year. 
No seizure had been made and 


the Canadians had not shown their hand. 
Some of our captains would report that they 
had been allowed courtesies in Canadian bar- 
bors, while others, seeking similar favors, 
had been warned away by the authorities. We 
were inclined to believe that our treatment 
this year was to be less severe; that our cap- 
tains in running into a portfor a night’s 
sbelter would not be compelled to go a dozen 
or twenty miles and lose a day’s time 
to report at a custom-bouse. They did 
not now just what interpretation the 
Canadians would put upon the word ‘repairs’ 
in the treaty, or whether the masters of the 
Dominion cruisers were authorized to enter 
and clear fishing vessels in a port, as customs 
officers are authorized to do. Admiral Luce 
very readily and very kindly volunteered to 


ascertain these points for us. We made 
out a list of questions, the same list 
that has been published, and Admiral 
Luce took them with him. He saw 
Capt. Scott, and obtained answers 
which, with few exceptions, covers the 
oints on which we were in doubt. The in- 
ormation was such as we ourselves and our 
captains were much inneed of. We know 


now just what the Canadians intend to do.’’ 
Mr. Whitten is one of the directors of the 
American Fish ery Union, and has done a great 
deal of work at Washington and in the Westin 
the way of bringing the condition of the fish- 
eries to favorable public attention. He was 
one of the merchants who met Admiral Luce 
when the questions which the Admiral subse- 
quently put to Capt. Scott were drawn up.

But even if he had 
left on that night it would have been impos- 
sible for him to reach Chicago in time to 
catch Mr. Von der Ahe before the latter left 
that city. 

The fact ofthe matter is that Mr. Von der 
Ahe went to Chicago for an entirely different 
purpose, and, moreover, he accomplished it, 
returning home the same night. What that

There is always a vast quantity of absurd 
talk about jockeys being weak and unable to 
reduce weight without great effort, says the 
Chicago Herald. McLaughlin has been known 
to reduce from 126 to 110 pounds in five days, 


and feel all the betterforit. ‘‘I am stronger 
and healthier when in training,’’ he declared 
to a reporter, the other day, ‘‘and enjoy lifea 

reatdeal mOre at 110 than at 135 pounds.’’ 


his is true also of the majority 
of naturally heavy-weight riders. Tomp- 
kins is one of the best-known jockeys 


now at the West Side Driving Park, and he 
rides ordinarily at 116 pounds. Last Tuesday 
he was engaged te ride Emma Manley in the 
fourth race at 105 pounds, and, in order to lose 
the necessary amount of avoirdupois, ab- 
stained from food for thirty-six hours, besides 
sweating and taking a number of Turkish 
baths. This was reducing in more haste than 
is usually the case,and in consequence the 
jockey was very weak as he leaped into the sad- 
dle and expressed himself as having under- 
gone a severe strain on his nervous system to 
no purpose, as his horse could not possibly 
Win the race. In fact, so confident was he of 
being unable to win that hesent his money 
into the ring to be piayed upon Hindoo Rose, 
the favorite. Emma Manley was at comforta- 
ble odds in the betting, but won the 
race in the end by a head only, 
due to Tompkins’ masterly finish. 
In the mean time the rider had given 
orders at his stable to have a hearty meal pre- 
pared, as he wanted toeat immediately after 
the race. Weishing out after his victory, he 
tipped the scales at 105 pounds, including the 
saddle. A half-hour later he again sauntered 
toward the weigbing- room, a toothpick in one 
hand and a cigarette in the other, having par- 
taken of his much-relished meal. Out of curi- 
osity he requested that his weight be taken, 
and, tothe amazementof those in the little 
room, he balanced the Fairbanks at just 114 
pounds. He had eaten a nine-pound supper.
